Magsaysay a c c u s e d President 
Elpidio Quirino's Liberty Party 
of using more than $9,500.000 in 
public funds in the past two 
months in a vain bid to stay in 
power. 


The charge was denied by Fi- 


nance Secretary Aurelio Mon- 
tinola. 


Nonetheless, Magsaysay; who 


conferred last night with Nixon, 
said he had confirmed his fears 
that the. government was vir- 
tually bankrupt and that he 
must seek U.S. aid to help fi- 
nance his administration's pro- 
gram. 


Before going into the meeting, 


Magsaysay said he hoped a sys- 
tematic collection of delinquent 
taxes would help but that Amer- 
ican aid would be needed to pull 
the government out of an eco- 
nomic morass.

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Struggle For Man's Emotions 


In a week of great controversy, it may be- meaning of liberty. It does not imply a 


come one of the great ironies of our times 
that the closing paragraphs of former Presi- 
dent Truman's speech in Kansas City may 
have spent themselves idly because of con- 
fusion and divided emotions inspired by the 
case of the late Harry Dexter White. 


In the closing minutes of his reply to 


charges by Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell, the former President spoke thrilling 
words in relation to man's continuing fight 
through the ages for the preservation of hu- 
man freedom. 
The former President was 


discussing what has become known as "Mc- 
'Carthyism." It has the support and approval 
of many people in this country. It has the 
active oposition of many others. But whether 
one subscribes wholly and unreservedly to 
McCarthyism or one detests and loathes it, 
the thing that we call McCarthyism actually 
deserves the most careful attention and 
thought of a freedom-loving-people — much 
more attention and thought than it has been 
given. And what Mr. Truman had to say on 
that subject was the finest expression of- 
fered to the American people in many years. 


The most potent, compelling emotion of 


mankind is the emotion of fear. It has been 
the basis for all of the great movements call- 
ing for united action throughout history. 


The greatest source of fear for western 


people* (liberty-loving western peoples) in 
this age is Communism. In its brutality, its 
denial of freedom, its ruthlessness, its bestial 
savagery in imposing upon the individual a 
type of slavery not new in any sense although 
outwardly new in form, there is reason for 
the prevailing fear of it. It is to be feared 
because it never gives an adherent who has 
once embraced it a full, free chance to re- 
consider and to make a later choice. It is in 
itself the beginning and the end—and a tragic 
end, at that. The freedom to make choices is 
the essence of liberty. Communism is the 
police state—it survives by the police method. 
Once established, its lifeblood is the universal 
fear of its subjected people. 


In this country the endeavor has been to 


establish a government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people. Those words 
should mean more than an empty phrase. They 
should project the intelligent, free choice of 
people who aspire to and understand the

Of Men And Things 


This is to put it down on the line in this

A moment's thought upon the fate of 


Diogenes, "The Cynic," a Greek philosopher, 
born at Sinope about 412, who died at Corinth 
in 323 B.C. Diogenes is known chiefly for his 
search for an honeskman. Mythology has it 
that he went about in daylight, lantern in 


hand, the better to see,

for that honest mjui.

~""—""""~~~~~™""~ ogy faiis to teji us that 
in the end—the happy ending—he succeeded. 
We asked at least a dozen staff associates if 
and when Diogenes caught up with the ob- 
ject of his search. One insolent answer given 
to us was that "he ran out of oil." There 
should have been a happier ending to this 
glowing tale of a search for virtue from out of 
the long, forgotten past. If given the poetic 
license to reconstruct the legend of Diogenes, 
we would have had him crossing the Missouri 
River, lantern held high aloft, and there ar- 
riving in a strange land stamped on the maps 
as "Nebraska." As it was, we are told, 
Diogenes upon his death was remembered by 
the Corinthians, who erected a marble pillar 
to his memory to perpetuate his teachings 
which included the avoidance of all physical 
pleasures; the instruction that pain and hun- 
ger were positively helpful in the pursuit of 
goodness; that morality implied a return to 
nature and simplicity. 


We are .told on no less authority than that 


of Gov. "Bob' Crosby of Nebraska that in the 


government by fear and force. It implies a 
government established on the basis of free 
choice. 
The agents of government are to 


be chosen by the actions of all the tree 
people acting freely and* fearlessly at all 
times. We could not knowingly put in the 
high places of government persons who are 
afraid of or willfully opposed to the prin- 
ciple of free choices (except the choice of 
destroying the freedom of choice). 


* 
This is an age when great iforces are at 


work among us. The fears of the last war 
produced many mass reactions. The Presi- 
dent was able to initiate great scientific ex- 
periments that produced fearful and won- 
derful results. Fears enabled him to do this, 
and the products continue to produce even 
greater fears both abroad and at home. The 
instruments of scientific research have pro- 
duced means of instant mass communication 
which can and do impart central emotional 
disturbances on a national or even interna- 
tional scale. 
Instant mass emotional dis- 


turbances may be as dangerous to mankind 
as the unleashing of physical destruction by 
bomb and pestilence. 


Communism offers a great threat to the 


free world. The chief differences that seem 
to divide us here in this country are about 
how and where the emphasis in opposing it 
should be applied. The great controversy 
which Mr. Brownell started against Mr. Tru- 
man does not represent a difference of view 
about Communists—merely a difference in 
method of approach in dealing with them. On 
this difference there seems to be a factor of 
time that should be taken into account. Mr. 
Brownell charges the ex-President of being 
negligent relative to reports upon White in 
November and December, 1945, and in Febru- 
ary of 1946. It should be remembered that 
the great collaboration between the United 
States and Russia ended with the Japanese 
surrender signed Sept. 2, 1945. While there 
can be no doubt that the United States' in- 
terests had to be guarded both within and 
•without,_the United States and Russia had re- 
peated agreements to collaborate in the post- 
war peace, and the relations of the two coun- 
tries were friendly. Mr. Brownell's charges in 
November of 1953, six years after Mr. Tru- 
man's announcement of the cold war, and 
five years after the Communist coup in 
Czechoslovakia and the Berlin airlift, fall 
against a completely different psychological 
background. It is again the case of being 
wise long after the event. 


* 
Or is being wise long- after the event ac- 


tually being wise? It is possible that Mr. 
Brownell has brought up this matter to create 
sentiment in favor of congressional legislation 
to legalize the use of wire-tapped evidence 
in the prosecution of the Justice Department. 
If that is the case it seems to have been timed 
very unfortunately. 


Another observation on the current con- 


gressional and Justice Department's cam- 
paigns against Communists in this country 
is the enormous commotion and publicity 
given to the unearthing of a dead man ac- 
cused of being a Communist. The world has 
several million self-proclaimed Communists. 
Wouldn't a little more solid effort employed 
in establishing 
sound policies providing a 


reasonably safe course of action in confront- 
ing the Communists where they are known 
to exist be worth much more than so much 
effort to exhume a harmless corpse? 


The struggle for the emotions of mankind 


goes on. How ironic—how terribly ironic it 
would be if In our fight against Communism, 
we would abandon certain of solid legal prin- 
ciples that in truth and in fact are the bul- 
wark of our living.

Louise De Koven Bowen, who has died at 


the age of 94, did nearly all of her work 
for underprivileged boys and girls in and

from her long and generous life reached all 
over America. She first went to Hull House 
to meet Jane Addams in 1894. She became a 
director of that pioneer social settlement on 
bustling Halsted Street and for almost 60 
years was a director, treasurer or some other 
leading spirit in its ministrations to the emi- 
grant families who came from the unpainted 
shacks that stretched away in every direction. 


After the death of her husband, John T. 


Bowen. a banker, more than 40 years ago, this 
frail woman took up the needs of city youth 
who were kicked about the cold and un- 
friendly pavements. She demanded a boys' 
court with safeguards against blighting the 
lives of first and minor offenders. She fought 
for anti-sweatshop legislation: for the use 
of plolicewosrien: for the first juvenile deten- 
tion home in the Middle West.

Protective Association and 


through it exposed the mcr.acc to youth of 
vicious dance halls. 


The laic Gov. Lowdrn named her as the 


only woman among 15 men on the Illinois 
Stale Board of Defense in World War I. Fol- 
lowing her battles for woman suffrage, she 
became the first Chicago woman to serve on 
the Republican National Committee. The re- 
gime in Washington would do well to recruit 
a few Louise Bowens, It could do with them.

WASHINGTON—Some readers 


have suggested that I put the late 
Chief Justice of the United States 
in the position of being pro-Com- 
munist or a Red when I reported 
earlier this week that Fred Vin- 
son, when secretary of the treas- 
ury, transferred Harry D. White 
to the International Monetary 
fund and advised President Tru- 
man to keep him in that job, 
under surveillance. 


Since Fred Vinson is dead and 


cannot defend himself and since 
the last thing I wish to do is re- 
flect on a great man and a very 
dear friend, I should like to set 
forth further the views of the late 
Chief Justice on Communism. I 
had occasion to discuss this gen- 
eral subject with him on a camp- 
ing trip in the Adirondacks not 
long before he died. 


It is a fact that in the summer 


of 1945, shortly after he became 
secretary of the treasury, I 
warned Vinson that Harry White 
was not a good man to have in 
the treasury. I did this because 
I thought it was a service to Vin- 
son and to the country, but I told 
Vinson that I could not fully sub- 
stantiate t h e evidence against 
White. 


It is a fact also that Fred Vin- 


son recommendedd the transfer 
of White from the treasury to the 
Monetary Fund. Mr. Truman ob- 
viously knew little about person- 
nel matters inside the treasury: 
furthermore had great confidence 
in Vinson, and the last thing he 
would do would be to tell him 
how to run the Treasury. Vm- 
son had been a leader of Con- 
gress, a judge on the U.S. Court 
of Appeals; economic stabilizer; 
defense mobilizer: and head of 
the RFC. After 30 years in gov- 
ernment, he knew far more about 
government administration than 
Truman, and the b r a n d new 
President leaned heavily on him.

Furthermore the President was 


justified in leaning on him. 


On the other hand, the Presi- 


dent was not justified in leaning 
on Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan, a 
genial dilettante who exercised 
terrible judgment in picking such 
friends as John Maragon ana got 
Truman into all sorts of trouble. 


Despite repeated exposes 
in 


this column showing up Vaughan 
for what he was, Mr. Truman 
continued 
to trust him 
with 


handling highly sensitive FBI re- 
ports. It was Vaughan who either 
failed to deliver or else failed to 
emphasize the importance of the 
first two November 'and Decem- 
ber, 1945, FBI reports on White. 


Fred Vinson, however, consid- 


ered an "old reliable" in govern- 
ment, took a position that White 
had a right to face the FBI in- 
formant who charged him with 
being part of a spy ring. Hoover 
in turn refused to reveal the in- 
formant, causing Vinson to rec- 
ommend that White was innocent 
until proved guilty. 
This may seem old, fashioned 


in view of current public opinion. 
But at that time public opinion 
was different.

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IKE AND STALIN 


At that time, the public had 


seen General Eisenhower receive 
from Stalin the highest decora- 
tion given by the Soviet. They 
had seen pictures of Eisenhower 
and Marshal Zhukov sitting to- 


gether in Berlin night clubs. They 
knew that Eisenhower had stood 
at Lenin's tomb with Stalin in 
paying joint tribute to Soviet 
troops. And they read Ike's state- 
ments about a partnership be- 
tween the two nations. 


This was about the time Vinsou 


was recommending that Harry 
White be transferred to 
the 


monetary fund—a period only .six 
months after the end of the war 
with Japan. It was also about 
the time General Eisenhower 
was writing in his book: "Over- 
shadowing all goals for us Amer- 
icans was the contribution we lo- 
cally might make toward estab- 
lishing a working partnership be- 
tween the United States and 
Russia?' 


So perhaps in this atmosphere 


it's understandable t h a t Fred 
Vinson, then secretary of the 
treasury, might well conclude 
that the suspected Harry White 
could merely have been over- 
zealous in promoting the Rus- 
sian-American partnership Eisen- 
hower talked about, and wanted 
more time to watch White and 
review the facts. 


At any rate. I do not hesitate 


to review these facts in defense 
of one who is now dead and can- 
not defend himself. 
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T\vo other events are interest- 


ing in reviewing the 
Vinson- 


White situation. One took place 
at Bretton Woods, N. H.. in the 
summer of 1944 when White and 
Henry Morgenthau negotiated the 
International 
Monetary 
Agree- 


ment. It was to administer this 
that White later was appointed. 


White was the chief author of 


that agreement, and Vinson, who 
was present at Bretton Woods, 
watched him negotiate it. 


Ironically, the Russians refused 


to sign the agreement; said it 
would be controned by the United 
States, w a s an instrument of 
capitalist aggrandizement. Vin- 
son knew how White had bucked 
the Russians at that conference. 
Probably that was one reason 
why he was more tolerant of 
White than I was. 


Sitting with the late Chief Jus- 


tice one evening last summer he 
told in great detail about his fear 
of Russian appeasement. He told 
specifically of one cabinet meet- 
ing in late 1945 (a few months 
before the Harry White transfer) 
in which Henry L. Stimson,'then 
secretary of war and a Repub- 
lican, had proposed to Truman 
that the United States share the 
secret of the atom bomb with 
Russia. Stimson felt that Russia 
would get the bomb anyway and 
it was better for us to trade it 
for peace then, while we were 
still in a trading position. 
Fred Vinson, recalling 
that 


conversation, told how he had 
argued against giving away the 
atom, 
how Attorney General 


Tom Clark sided with him, and 
how Truman finally c a s t his 
vote with them. 
That and other things about his 


fear of Russia were told that 
summer's evening by a g r e a t 
public servant who never know- 
ingly would have betrayed the 
secrets of his country. We did 
not dream, as we listened to 
him, how soon he would be dead, 
or how soon his name would fig- 
ure in a bitter controversy over 
the very subject we were then 
discussing—Russia.

is only theory. 


"Man is an animal and even 


though the highest type still has 
the animal instincts and an ex- 
haustive study I have just com- 
pleted of our records prove it," 
he insisted. 


"A calf will pick its mother out 


of a herd of cows and return to 
her after separation up until it 
reaches Ihe age for separation to 
be natural," he expla:ncd. "In 
like manner, a boy or girl wants 
1o return to mother, no matter 
how unsatisfactory condition* 


berley said. "Give him a place 
with his mother where they have 
room and he will progress better 
than we can possibly help him.

come one of the great ironies of our times 
that the closing paragraphs of former Presi­ 
dent Truman’s speech in Kansas City may 
have spent themselves idly because of con­ 
fusion and divided emotions inspired by the 
case of the late Harry Dexter White.

It has the 
active ©position of many others. But whether 
one subscribes wholly and unreservedly to 
McCarthy ism or one detests and loathes it, 
the thing that we call McCarthy ism actually 
deserves the most 
careful 
attention 
and 
thought 
o f a freedom-loving people — much 
more attention and thought than it has been 
given. And what Mr. Truman had to say on 
that subject was the finest expression of­ 
fered to the American people in many y ears. 
★ 
The most potent, compelling emotion of 
mank ind is the emotion of fear. 
It has been 
the basis for all of the great movements call­ 
ing for united action throughout history . 
The greatest so urce o f fear for western 
peo ples (liberty -lo v ing western peo ples) in 
this age is Communism. In Its brutality , its 
denial o f freedom, its ruthlessness, its bestial 
sav agery in impo sing upon the indiv idual a 
ty pe o f slav ery no t new in any sense altho ugh 
o utwardly new in fo rm, there is reason fo r 
the prev ailing fear o f it. 
It Is to be feared 
because it nev er giv es an adherent who has 
o nce embraced it a full, free chance to re­ 
co nsider and to make a later cho ice. 
It is in 
itself the beginning and the end—and a tragic 
end, at that. The freedo m to make cho ices is 
the essence o f liberty . 
Communism is the 
po lice state—it surv iv es by the po lice method. 
Once established, its lifeblo o d is the univ ersal 
fear o f its subjected people. 
In this country the endeavor has been to 
establish a government of the people, by the 
poofde, and for the people. 
Those words

We could not k nowingly put in Uie 
high places of government persons who are 
afraid of or wdllfully opposed to the prin­ 
ciple of free choices (except the choice of 
destroy ing the freedom of choice).

This is an age when great forces are at 
work among us. 
The fears of the last w’ar 
produced many mass reactions. 
The Presi­ 
dent was able to initiate great scientific ex­ 
periments that produced fearful and won­ 
derful results. 
Fears enabled him to do this, 
and the products continue to produce even 
greater fears both abroad and at home. 
The 
instruments of scientific research have pro­ 
duced means of instant rpass communication 
which can and do impart central emotional 
disturbances on a national or even interna­ 
tional scale. 
Instant ma.<i.s emotional dis­ 
turbances may be as dangerous to mank ind 
as the unleashing of phy sical destruction by 
bomb and pestilence. 
Communism ofiers a great threat to the 
free world. 
The chief differences that seem 
to divide us here in this country are about 
how and where the emphasis in opposing it 
should be applied. 
The great controver.sy 
which Mr. Brownell started against Mr. T ru­ 
man does not represent a difference of view 
about Communists—merely a difference m 
method of approach in dealing w’ith them. On 
thi.s difference there seems to be a factor of 
time that should be tak en into account. 
Mr. 
Brow'nell charges the ex-President of being 
negligent relative to reports upon White in 
November and December, 1945, and in F'cbru- 
ary of 1946. 
It should be remembered that 
the great collaboration between the United 
Stales and Russia ended with the Japanese 
surrender signed Sept. 2, 1945. 
While there 
can be no doubt that the United States’ in­ 
i'rests bad to be guarded both w'ithin and 
w ithout, the United States and Russia had re­ 
peated agreements to collaborate in the post­ 
w ar peace, and the relations of the two coun­ 
tries were friendly . Mr. Brownell’s charges in 
November of 1953, six y ears after Mr. T ru­ 
m an’s announcement of the cold war, and 
five y ears after the Communist coup in 
C/.t'choslovak ia and the Berlin airlift, fall 
against a completely different psy chological 
back ground. 
It is again the case of being 
wi.se long after the event. 


★ 
Or Is being wise lo ng after the ev ent ac­ 
tually being wise? It is po ssible that Mr. 
Brow nell has brought up this matter to create 
sentiment in fav o r o f co ngressio nal legislatio n 
to legalize the use o f wire-tapped ev idence 
in the pro secutio n o f the Justice Department. 
If that is the case it seems to hav e been timed 
v ery unfo rtunately . 
Another observation on the current con­ 
gressional and Justice Department’s cam­ 
paigns against Communists in this country 
is the enormous commotion and publicity 
given to the unearthing of a dead m an ac- 
cu! 5ed of being a Communist. The world has 
several million self-proclaimed Communi.sts. 
Wouldn’t a little more solid effort employ ed 
in establishing 
sound 
policies 
providing a 
rea.sonably safe course of action in confront­ 
ing the Communists w here they are k nown 
to exist be worth much more than so much 
effort to exhume a harmless corpse? 


The struggle 
fo r th ^ emo tio ns o f mankind 
goes on. Ho w ironic—how terribly ironic it 
would be If in our fight against Co mmunism, 
we would abando n certain o f solid legal prin­ 
ciples that in truth and in fact are the bul­ 
wark of our liv ing.

W ASI 11 xNGTON—Some readers 
have suggested that I put the late 
Chief Justice of the United States 
in the fxisition of being pro-Com- 
munist or a Red when I reported 
earlier this week that Fred Vin­ 
son, when secretary of the treas­ 
ury , transferred Harry D. White 
to 
the 
International 
Monetary 
fund and advised President Tru­ 
m an to k eep him in that Job, 
under surveillance. 
Since Fred Vinson is dead and 
cannot defend himself and since 
the last thing I wish to do is re­ 
flect on a great man and a very 
dear frienti, I should lik e to .set 
forth further the views of the late 
Chief Justice on Comrnuni.sm, 
I 
had occasion to dl^cuss this gtm- 
oral subject with him on a cami> 
ing trip in the Adirondack s not 
long before he died. 
It is a fact that in the summer 
of 1945, shortly after he became 
secretary 
of 
tlie 
treasury , 
1 
warned Vinson that Harry White 
was not a good man to have in 
the treasury , I did this because 
I thought it was a service to Vin­ 
son and to the country , hut I told 
Vinsgn that I could not fully sub­ 
stantiate t he evidence against 
White. 
It is a fact also that Fred Vin­ 
son recommcndedd the transfer 
of White from the treasury to the 
Monetary F'und. Mr. Truman ob­ 
viously k new little about person­ 
nel matters inside the treasury : 
furthermore had great confidence 
in Vinson, and the last thing he 
would do w’ould be to tell him 
how' to run the Treasury . 
Vin­ 
son had been a leader of Con­ 
gress, a judge on the U.S. Court 
of Appeals; economic stabilizer: 
defense mobilizcr; and head of 
the RFC. 
^ ftcr 30 y ears in gov­ 
ernment, he k new far more alxnit 
government administration th;:n 
Trurnan. and the 
b r a n d new 
President leaned heavily on him. 


(’ARFLF.SS IIARKV VXl’GIIAN 
Furlhermm-e the President was 
justified in leaning on him. 
On the other hand, the Presi­ 
dent was not jui.tified in leaning 
on Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan, a 
genial dilettante who exercised 
terrible judgment in pick ing such 
friends as John Maragon ana got 
Truman into all sorts of trouble. 
Despite 
repeated 
ex po ses 
in 
this column showing up Vaughan 
for what he was, Mr. Truman 
continued 
to 
trust 
him 
with 
handling highly sensitiv e F'BI re­ 
ports. It w as \ aughan who either 
failed to deliv er or eNe failed to 
emphasize the Importance of the 
first two No v ember and Decem­ 
ber. 19 45 , FBI reports on White. 
Fred Vinson, however, consid­ 
ered an "old reliable" in govern­ 
ment. t(X)k a position that White 
had a right to face the FBI 
in­ 
formant who charged him with 
being part of a 
py r.ng. Hoover 
in turn refused to reveal the in­ 
formant, ctiusing Vinson to rec­ 
ommend that White was innocent 
until proved guilty . 
This may '.eem old fashioned 
in view of current public opinion. 
But at that lime public opinion 
was different. 


IKF AND STAMN 
At that time, the public had 
seen General Eisenhower receive 
from Stalin the higher t decora­ 
tion given by the So*, let. 
They 
had seen pictures of Ei cnhowcr 
and Marshal Zhuk ov .fitting to- 


gether in Berlin night clubs. They 
k new that Eisenhower had stiKxl 
at Lenin’s tomb with Stalin in 
pay ing joint tribute to Soviet 
troops. And they read Ik e’.s state­ 
ments about a partnership be­ 
tween the two nations. 
This was about the time Vinson 
was recommending that Harry 
White 
be 
transferred 
to 
the 
monetary fund—a period only .six 
months after the end of the war 
with Japan. 
It was also about 
the 
time 
General 
Eisenhower 
was writing in his bcxik : “Over­ 
shadowing all goals for us Amer­ 
icans was the contribution we lo­ 
cally might m ak e toward e.slalv 
lishing a work ing partnership be­ 
tween 
the 
United 
States 
and 
H ussii^’ 
So perhaps in this atmosphere 
it’s understandable 
t ha t Fred 
Vinson, then secretary of the 
treasury , 
might well 
conoUuie 
that the suspected Harry White 
could merely have been over- 
zealous in promoting the Rus- 
sian-Amcrican partnership Eisen- 
how'er talk ed about, and w'antcd 
more time to watch While and 
review the facts. 
At any rate, 1 do not hesitate 
to review these facts in defense 
of one who is now dead and can­ 
not defend himself. 


Two other events are interest­ 
ing 
in 
reviewing 
the 
Vinson- 
White situation. One tiwk place 
at Bretlon W(mx1s, N. H . in the 
summer of 1944 when White and 
Henry Morgcnihau negotiated the 
International 
MomTary 
Agree­ 
ment. It was to administer this 
that While later was aptxhnted. 
White was the chief author ef 
that agreement, and Vin.;on, who 
was present at Brotton Woods, 
watched him negotiate it. 
Ironically , the Ku.ssians refused 
to sign the agreement: said it 
would be controlled by the I'nited 
States, w a s an instrument of 
capitalist aggrandizement. Vin­ 
son knew how White had bucked 
the Russians at that co nference. 
Probably that was one reason 
why he was more tolerant of 
White than 1 was. 
Sitting with the late Chief Ju:;- 
tico one evening la.'sl summer he 
told in great detail about hi fear 
of Ru.ssian appeascmc'tit. lie told 
i.pecifically of one cabinet nn. ;- 
ing in late 1945 <a few moiiths 
before the Harry White trarL' f'. r; 
in which Henry L. Stim. un. then 
secretary of war and a Repui>- 
liean, had profxised to Truman 
th -t the Umted State.- share the 
:;c:>ret of the atom bom I) witli 
Ht; ;ia. Stintsoii felt that Ru; 
would get the bomb any w.iV and 
It was better for us to trade

for peace then, while we were 
sfill in a trading po.nition.

ton Gleason, editor of the Iowa 
Engineer, magazine of the col- 
lege's engineering division, and 
two other engineering students. 


That letter also asked for the 


removal of publicity director 
Harry Burrell and Dale Wil- 
liams, a college employe who 
broadcasts Iowa State games. 


Burrell said neither lie nor 


the coaching staff had any com- 
ment at this time.

today in the newspaper said that 
students should move with all 
caution in any measure that 
wouia tend to make Iowa State 
a "lootball factory" and that 
Iowa State should carefully pre- 
serve "its high scholastic stand- 
ing."
